Racist attack or a fall 
from Mount Everest? 


by Simon Bennett 
AFTER a night's socialising in his 
pub in Brierfield, near Burnley, 
watching the England vs Argentina 
game, a local man in his thirties 
was attacked on his way home. 
He was setupon by a gang of five men 
who had been, according to neigh- 
bours, cruising the area all evening 
in a car. It was a particularly cow- 
ardly and vicious attack, which left 
the victim with his leg broken in three 
places, broken ribs and numerous cuts 
and bruises all over his body. 
The gang left him on the ground 
unconscious where he lost several 
pints of blood. By a stroke of luck 
he was discovered by a lady walk- 
ing her dog at 5.00am. 
It was her swift action in calling 
the emergency services that saved 
his life. 


He remained in a coma for three days 
and doctors told police that his inju- 
ries were consistent with an attack by 
baseball bats and sticks. 

Despite providing clear descriptions 
of his assailants, police were reluc- 
tant to conclude that the attack had 
a racial motive, or even that an 
attack had taken place. One officer 
on the case even suggested that the 
man might have had a fall. 

When his doctor was told of this, he 
retorted: 

“Then he must have fallen off 
Mount Everest!” 

The victim remains in hospital and it 
will still be several weeks before he 
is released. Police have now arrested 
three men from Brierfield's Pakistani 
community, who have been released 
on police bail.

JURY AT St Albans Crown Court 
sat impassively as 20-year-old Daniel 
Jethoo repeatedly plunged a two-foot 
Samurai sword into 23-year-old Bradley 
Knight in Waltham Cross High Street on 


December 21st last year. 


They were watching close-circuit television footage of the 
attack and clearly heard Jethoo shout out, "I am the top 
nigger," as he slashed out at Mr Knight and his workmate 
Peter Matthais as they made their way home after their 
firm's Christmas meal at a local Chinese restaurant. 


Bradley Knight died im 
Enfield hospital the next day 
while his colleague was 
treated for injuries to his heart, 
lungs, liver and hands after 
trying to grab the sword. 

The jurors also witnessed 
clear pictures of Jethoo kick- 
ing and spitting onto Mr 
Knight's prostrate body as he 
lay dying in the street. 

But despite seeing the crime 
committed before their very 
eyes, the jury found Daniel 
Jethoo not guilty ofthe murder 
and not guilty of'the attempted 
murder of Peter Matthais. 





He was convicted on the lesser 
charge of manslaughter. 

What on earth could have 
influenced 12 just andtrue men 
and women to disregard the 
evidence of their own eyes? 
Jethoo's defence rested on 
the claim that he had been 
racially abused earlier in the 
evening. He had been called 
"a coon" and "a nigger" by 
people unknown and this had 
so upset him that he had 
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
